San Bernardino Items.

[From th e Tim es,M arch 24th. j 
Some individuals broke into P ratt & 
H urd’s store last night by picking the 
lock and abstracting some ten dollars 
worth of goods. There were $200 in 
money in the store at the tim e, of 
which it is supposed they were aware, 
but fortunately they were unable to 
discover it. 
Mr. Joseph Voahay has just returned 
from a prospecting trip and brings in 
1,500 pounds of free gold quartz which 
will assay fabulously. He states that 
there is an immense ledge of the same 
kind, situated in the desert about 150 
miles east of here and not more than 
70 miles from the term inus of the rail­ 
road with good road the whole dist­ 
ance. 
A valuable borse of Mr. D. Rath- 
buu’s for which be refused $300 a few 
days since, escaped from the yard 
where be was kept aud was discovered 
afterwards with a wound from which 
he shortly died.

The jury found from 
the evidence that his name was Rufi­ 
no, of San Antonio, Lower Califor­ 
nia, and th at he died of an epileptic 
fit, superinduced by exposure and his 
reduced physical condition, being, it 
is thought, at least seventy-five years 
of age. Mr. Merino, a witness, said 
the old m an was subject to such fits.

It is gratifying to know tliat the 
Republicans of the United States Sen­ 
ate have gone into the investigation 
business. They have passed a resolu­ 
tion to investigate insects injurious to 
vegetation. Among the suspected are 
the locust, the chinch-bug, the army 
worm, the Hessian fly and the potato 
bug. 


O u r farmers continue to report the 
most gratifying crop prospects. In 
the vicinity of Compton and down to­ 
ward Santa Monica the grain is very 
luxuriant. In the San Jose valley the 
rye and barley promise a better har­ 
vest than has been realized for years. 
The fields of San Fernando valley are 
covered with waving grain, and a 
good crop is assured. There will be 
more grain harvested in this valley 
this year than in any two previous 
years within the last decade. 


“T h e country’s shame,” heads the 
leading article in a number of our co­ 
temporaries of late, and the person 
but recently setting foot on these 
shores would be justified in tile con­ 
clusion that the great Republic had 
but just discovered that the party rul­ 
ing her affairs for the past fifteen 
years was made up of knaves and ras­ 
cals who vied with each other in the 
task of trying which could steal the 
most. This is a mistake. The virtuous 
spasm which is just now disturbing 
the happiness of a great many Repub- 
licau journals is likely to lead the 
new comer into error. 
This stealing 
is 110 new thing. 
It has been going 
on for eight years at least, and what 
is more, the papers now bemoaning 
“ the country’s shame,” were as well 
aware of the fact during G r a n t ’s 
first term as now. 
It is the exposure 
the Democrats are making that is pro­ 
ducing the rattling among the dry 
bones.

Wife Beaters. 


Some of our people are blubbering 
because Senator R o a c h ’s bill to pun­ 
ish wife beaters at the public whip­ 
ping post has become a law. 
We are 
sorry to see them take it so hard. 
There are thirty odd States, however, 
that they can emigrate to if this law 
oppresses them. 
We have no doubt 
there will be a considerable exodus of 
wife beaters from this State very 
soon. 
We can bear the departure of 
all such witli great Christian forti­ 
tude. Of all the crimes that men are 
guilty, of there are none so dastardly 
and cruel as that of beating an unfor­ 
tunate woman who has committed 
her destiny into the hands of such a 
wretch. 
The gallows, the whipping 
post, or the rack is none too good lor 
such brutes. 
We have no sympathy 
with that class of maudlin humanita­ 
rians who are forever howling and 
crying over the just punishment of 
the poor criminal, which serves no 
other purpose than to encourage the 
vicious and evil minded in the com­ 
mission of crime. 
What the world 
needs most is a law to prevent crime 
and to accomplish this we doubt if 
there will ever be oue made superior 
to that given to Moses—“ An eye for 
an eye and a tooth for a tooth.” This 
law emanated from Heaven, and is the 
embodiment of wisdom and mercy. 
There is no law so merciful as »ne 
that prevents crime, and there will 
never be one equal to this to deter 
ivil-doers. 
But we are told that 
Christ abrogated this law: Mathew 
v. xxxviil and xxxvix. Not so. Christ 
was not speaking to legislators, nei­ 
ther did he design to conveyUhe idea 
that this law was to be repealed. “ Ye 
have heard it said, an eye for aa eye, 
&c. 
But I say unto you, that ye re­ 
sist not evil, but wnosoever shall 
smite thee 011 thy right cheek, turn to 
him thy left also.” It was individual 
conduct of which he was speaking, 
and not the punishment of crime by a 
legal process. Men in tho9e days, as 
they do now, were in the habit of tak­ 
ing the law into their own hands, and 
if slapped upon the cheek they would 
smite back agaiu. The foolish idea 
prevailed then, as now, that a man’s 
honor was at stake if he failed to re­ 
sent an insult, and it was to abolish 
this code of honor that the language 
above was used. This command com­ 
pletely upset the prevailing idea of 
what was chivalric and honorable. 
At the first glance we are ready to say 


He was teaching lessons of cowardice, 
but the very reverse is true. 
None 
but the bravest man can keep this 
command, for it requires far more 
courage to turn th<> other cheek than 
it does to knock a man down. All his 
teachings were to keep aiid not to ab­ 
rogate or break the law. 
It seems to 
be a hobby with nine-tenths of what 
is called the progressive element in 
this mushroom growth of the nine­ 
teenth century to consider all the 
former ages barbarians. 
In their es­ 
timation they are so far superior to 
every race that has gone before that 
they would not only abrogate old 
lavs, but 
institute 
a 
new code 
of 
morals and 
throw away 
the 
old Bible. But we notice that tliose 
nations whose God is the Lord, and 
whose laws are nearest like the Code 
given to Moses, have the least crime 
and are the happiest peoples, the 
howlers to the contrary notwith­ 
standing. 
These 
fanatics 
would 
make a great show of refinement 
and mercy in dealing out the penal­ 
ties of the law. But to whom would lie 
be merciful? Not to the poor helpless 
women, who are beaten and whipped 
like so many dogs, until their backs 
are lacerated and bloody, but to these 
inhuman brutes that do these things 
they would be very tender—put them 
in confinement and feed them at the 
expense of the hard workingcivil peo­ 
ple. We say, give them stripe for 
stripe, until they learn what virtue 
there is in the !a.-h. To those editors, 
divines, and law makers, who imag­ 
ined that Christ abrogated the law of 
retaliation, we would make this re­ 
mark: If he intended to abolish the 
law by the text we have quoted (and 
there is 110 other text like it) by a par­ 
ity of reasoning we must not only 
turn the other cheek when a man 
smites us on one, but if a man com­ 
mits rape we must tell him to go and 
commit another rape—if he kills one 
man to go and kill 
another—if he 
whips his wife, tell him to whip anoth­ 
er woman. The idea is insane, and yet 
ministers and people have adopted it. 
It is a sickly sentimentalism, mista­ 
ken for genuine piety. Piety is full 
of love and pity, but it loves the good 
and helpless .more than the vicious 
and evil.

S e c t i o n 1. 
The County Judge and 
Auditor of the counties ot Los Ange­ 
les, Sutter and Butte are hereby con­ 
stituted a Board of Examiners of 
county funds held in safe keeping by 
the County Treasurer of their respec­ 
tive counties. 
Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of said 
Boards as often as it may be deemed 
proper, to examine the books, ac­ 
counts, and vouchers ill tile office of 
the County Treasurer, mid to count 
the moueys in the Treasury belonging 
to the various funds; provided that 
said examination and counting shall 
take place at least one a mouth, w ith­ 
out said Board giving tiie Treasurer 
any previous notice of the hour or day 
of said counting. 
Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of tin 
Treasurer to permit the said Board of 
Examiners to examine the books and 
papers in his office, and permit the 
moueys in the Treasury to be counted 
whenever the said Board may wish to 
make such examination or counting, 
without delaying said examination or 
counting on any pretense whatever. 
Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of said 
Board of Examiners to ascertain what 
amount of money may be needed to 
be paid out for the mouth next follow­ 
ing their meeting, 
which amount 
shall be set aside. 
The balance not 
thus needed shaii be put in bags and 
sealed up with an appropriate seal 
and not opened again by the Treasu­ 
rer until the next meeting of the 
Board. 
Sec. 5. Any violations of the provi­ 
sions of this Act by the Treasurer 
shall be deemed a felony and upon 
conviction thereof in a Court of com­ 
petent jurisdiction, shall be sentenced 
to imprisonment in the State Prison 
fora term not exceeding three years 
and a fine of not less than five hun­ 
dred nor more than twenty thousand 
dollars. 
Sec. 6. The Board of Examiners 
shall make a statement under oath of 
the amount of moneys in the County 
Treasury as found by them after ac­ 
tually counting the same, and said 
statement shall be published in one 
newspaper published within thecoun- 
ty. Such statement shall also be post­ 
ed in the office of the County Clerk 
for public inspection. 
Sec. 7. The Boards of Supervisors of 
their respective counties are hereby 
authorized to increase the bond of the 
County Treasurer when in their judg­ 
ment the safety of the public moneys 
require it; but in 110 case shall the 
bond be increased to more than the 
greatest amount of money the Treas­ 
urer may have on hand at any time 
during the year. 
Sec. 8. The Board of Supervisors 
may allow the said Board of Exam in­ 
ers such compensation as in their 
judgment shall 
be 
commensurate 
with the duties imposed upon them 
by the provisions of this Act. 
Sec. 9. A lailure 011 the part of the 
Board of Examiners to pertorm the 
duties required of them by this Act, 
shall be deemed a misdemeanor. 
Sec. 10. It shall be the duty of the 
District Attorney to ascertain and re­ 
port to the Grand Jury at every ses­ 
sion whether or not the Board of E x ­ 
aminers have performed their duty as 
provided by the provisions of this Act; 
for any failure 011 his part so to do, he 
shall forfeit five hundred dollars of his 
salary. 
Sec. 11. All Acts or parts of Acts in 
conflict with the provisions of this 
Act are hereby repealed. 
Sec. 12. Tbis Act shall take effect 
from and after its passage.

S a c r a m e n t o , March 25th. — The 
consideration of the Governor’s veto 
of Senate bill establishing a keeper of 
the State capítol and State capitol 
grounds was taken up immediately 
upon the opening of the day’s session. 
The roll was called and the Senate 
sustained the veto by a vote of 11 ayes 
to 23 noes. This is the first serious 
blow that retrenchment has received 
this session. 
McConnell’s bill repealing that por­ 
tion of the Code wulch created a State 
Board of Equalization, was taken up 
and passed. 
Donovan’s bill requiring corpora- 
tiong and bankers to publish, 011 the 
first of January of each year, in a 
newspaper, a sworn statement by the 
president, secretary, »r cashier, of the 
said corporation or banks, said state­ 
ments to be recorded in the office of 
the county recorder of the county in 
which said corporation or bank is sit­ 
uated. The rules were suspended and 
the bill passed. 
Upon the re-assembling of the Sen­ 
ate 
the Assembly 
messages were 
taken up and the O'Connor Commis­ 
sioner bill, with the amendments, 
adopted in the Assembly, was made 
the special order for the concurrence 
of the Senate in the amendments, on 
Monday at 2 P. M., to take precedence 
of all other business. 
McCoppin reported from the special 
committee appointed to investigate 
the notorious Ellis tide-land grab in 
San Francisco. The findings of the 
committee were that the claimant 
Ellis bad not the slightest title to the 
land in question, and that the State 
Board of Tide Land Commissioners 
were grossly negligent of their duties 
and tiiat their action in the Ellis m at­ 
ter was greatly reprehensible. A res­ 
olution accompanied the report to the 
effect that the documents and papers 
id the possession of the committee re­ 
lating to the matter be referred to the 


Attorney General, with instructions 
of the Senate that lie take the proper 
legal action to remove the cloud cov­ 
ering the title of the property un­ 
clouded in tlie deed made to said 
Ellis. The resolution was adopted. 
The Senate bill reducing fees and 
salaries in the county of Sun D ieg o 
came up in the Assembly messages, 
and 011 motion of Satterwhite, who 
took occasion to place himself upon 
the record as fulfilling the pledges 
made to his constituents, the substi­ 
tute of the Assembly making the bill 
take effect i» — years, was concurred 
in by the Senate. 
The bill creating the 22d Judicial 
District passed the Assembly to-day 
and has gone to the Governor. His 
Excellency is known to be strongly in 
favor of the hill,so it will be approved 
without further delay. This new Ju ­ 
dicial District is composed of the 
counties of Marin, Mendocino and So­ 
noma, thereby dividing the 7th Judi­ 
cial District, now composed of six of 
tlie largest and most populous coun­ 
ties of tlie State. The Judge of that 
district lias been almost unable to dis­ 
charge the onerous duties imposed 
upon him, and the action of the Leg­ 
islature is recognized as a great relief. 
Ex-Supreme Judge Jackson Temple, 
of Sonoma, will in all likelihood re­ 
ceive the appointment of Judge of the 
district. 
The Assembly bill fixing the com­ 
pensation of the Assessor of Los An­ 
geles county for the collection of tax- 
011 personal 
property 
was passed 
under a suspension of the rules. 
Assembly—Upon re-assembling the 
House proceeded with the considera­ 
tion of the Assembly bill in relation 
to public buildings. The bill making 
an appropriation of §110,060 for the 
construction of a building for tlie 
Deaf, Dumb and Blind Institution 
was passed. 
The bill providing for the comple­ 
tion of the branch prison at Felsom 
caused a debate 
which was only 
brought to a close by a motion calling 
the previous question. 
The ayes and 
noes were called and the bill was or­ 
dered engrossed by a vote of 31 ayes 
to 21 noes. 
Scrivener introduced a resolution 
instructing our Senators and Repre­ 
sentatives to advocate tlie passage of 
a law by Congress giving to the Cen­ 
tral and Southern Pacific Railroads 
scrip on lands iu lieu of lands now 
claimed by them under the acts of 
Congress making grants of lands to 
said lailroads; provided, that they sur­ 
render all right and title to such lands 
so granted. 
The Assembly bill amending section 
1365 of the Code of Civil Procedure by 
allowing administrators to take pre­ 
cedence over creditors in the settle­ 
ment of estates of deceased persons, 
was passed by a vote of 49 ayes to 39 
noes, McConnell strongly advocating 
the passage of the bill. 
The greater portion of the afternoon 
was taken up in the consideration of 
the bill making appropriations for Im­ 
provements to the old aud the erection 
of uew State buildings. Pending the 
discussion the House took a recess 
until 7:30.

Reply to Mr. Holst. 


E d it o r H e r a l d .— I n your issue of 
the 19th inst. appeared a communica­ 
tion headed, “Complaint against the 
Board of Supervisors,” and signed by 
Citarles Holst. It is true that Mr. 
Holst presented a petition for the ap­ 
pointment of a road overseer of the 
Ballona road district, which petition 
was duly filed by the Clerk, but for 
some cause best known to himself,Mr. 
II. watched until the Board had ad­ 
journed and left the room, when he 
surreptitiously entered und abstrac­ 
ted his petition from the drawer in 
which the Clerk had placed it with 
the general file. 
In about a half an 
hour after the Board had adjourned 
Mr. Potts was called upon to return to 
the Grand Jury a 
communication 
which had been received from that 
body, but upon exam ining the file he 
was unable to find either it or Holst’s 
petition 
The County Surveyor who 
had remained in the room informed 
Mr. Potts that Holst had been to the 
drawer and taken some papers from 
the file. 
When the Board met next 
morning I reported this matter, and 
they concluded then and there that a 
person who would surreptitiously en­ 
ter a public office and abstract a pa­ 
per from a file of public documents, 
was not a proper person to serve as 
Overseer of the Ballona or any other 
road district, and Mr. Lamb, whose 
petition 
contained 
forty-five more 
names than that of Mr. Holst, re­ 
ceived the appointment. 
I am not aware that Holst made 
any specific charges against Douald- 
s o ii; lie did (in a bullying, swagger­ 
ing sort of way) say that Donaldson 
did not work the roads property, and 
that it was time that some good man 
(meaning himself 1 suppose) was ap­ 
pointed for that district, but if the 
Board would remove Overseers on the 
mere verbal statement of parties who 
wanted the position vacated so that 
they could get it themselves, they 
would not have time to transact any 
other business. 
Road Overseers re­ 
ceive three dollars for each day actu­ 
ally engaged in working the roads. 
I 
find that Donaldson received for his 
services as Road Overseer last year, 
two hundred and seventy-one dollars, 
anti that twelve hundred and eighty- 
three dollars and twenty-five cents 
was the amount paid in his district 
for labor, teams, bridges, etc., making 
in ali, fifteen hundred, fifty-four dol­ 
lars and twenty-five cents, being only 
fifty-four 
dollars 
and 
twenty-five 
cents more than the sum which Mr. 
Holst says he received as salary. 
Mr. 
Donaldson 
was employed as Road 
Overseer during the past year, uinety 
and one-third days, and I know of no 
law which would prevent him driving 
stage to Santa Monica or Panamint 
tiie other two hundred and seventy- 
four und two-third days. 
In consid­ 
eration of the fact that Mr. Holst’s^x- 
am¡nation of the Clerk’s papers was 
secret, and on that account necessari­ 
ly much hurried, this serious discrep­ 
ancy between the actual facts and his 
piiidished statement may be excused, 
but I would recommend him, should 
he desire in future to examine any pa­ 
pers pertaining to the Board of Super­ 
visors, that he go to Mr. Potts and ask 
for them and he will be sure to place 
them at his disposal. 
If Mr. Holst de­ 
sires any further information as to 
why lie vvus not appointed Road Over­ 
seer, 1 will endcuvor to oblige him.
